(Arcadia 
and Sierra Madre). 

As I pointed out to Mr. William A. Smith, County Supervisor, 
in a letter dated February 17th, 1950, this section of Foothill 
Blvd. from Rosemead Blvd. east to Santa Anita Dr. is a veritable 
speedway with speeds ranging from 45 to 75 M.P.H, (averse 
50 M.P.H.). You suggested in your letter that motorists leoving 
Sierra Madre could go east on Orange Grove Ave. or Sierra Madre 
Blvd. to Santa Anita Dr., thence south to the signalized inter¬ 
section at Santa Anita Dr. and Foothill Blvd. in order to go to 
Arcadia or Monrovia. 

Baldwin Ave. is our natural south outlet from Sierra Madre 
(it is also our main north and south artery). Apparently some 
motorists desiring to leave or enter Sierra Madre are still using 
Baldwin Ave. and Foothill Blvd. intersection (it's a thrill to 
attempt it), consequently there have been several minor crashes 
in the post few months, and the tragedy come over the Christmas 
holidays when a mother of three small children was killed 
(Mrs. J. M. Schmidt, 290 E. Montecito Ave., Sierra Madre) as an 
attempt was made to use the intersection. 

You admit the dangerous condition of this intersection when 
you suggest that we use the alternate route east on Orange Grove 
Ave. or Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Incidentally the busy hours are from 7 to 9 A.M. and from 
4 to 9 P.M. Do not let the apparent lull or quiet which prevails 
at this intersection fool you as it is a killer. 

It is with profound regret that I apparently failed to impress 
you with the importance of this action. We might have averted 
the above tragedy. SIGNALIZE THIS INTERSECTION. Kindly let 
me know your desicion.

Ground Broken 
For Schoolrooms 


Ground was broken last Thursday morning for the four new 
classrooms at Sierra Madre City School. 

With a brief ceremony at 10 a. m., the signal was given for 
actual construction of the classrooms to begin. Sierra Madre¬ 
ans last spring approved an $86,000 school bond issue to pay for 
the new facilities. 

Superintendent Charles A, 

Skutt said the rooms would be 
ready for use in time for the 
start of 1951-52 school year in 
September. All four rooms will 
be fully utilized at that time, 
he said.
